That irrepressible “ Ludus” is on our 
track again about the women. We 
have several objections to entering 
into a controversy on this subject. 
Nohody knows who “ Ludus” is, or 
whether he or she wears boots or criu- 
oline. 
We never had a controversy 
with a woman that we did not have to 
beg oft* in order to get her to stop it. 
We do not Know what “ Ludus” 
wants. He or siie is not satisfied that 
woman suffrage would be desirable, 
whieh is the ouly point in controversy 
on that subjectin theUnited States. It 
is true we were taken to task for saying 
we did not believe women would make 
good editors, aud we stick to it. If 
“Ludus” can convince us that we are 
wrong, we will gladly acknowledge 
the error. W hat "Ludus” says about 
the treatment of the poor women in 
Asia, Africa and Holland may he cor­ 
rect, but we can’t help it. If we had 
our way, we would flog all the old he 
fellows in those nations until they 
would treat their women better. But 
what could we do if we were to start on 
amission of that kind. We would only 
get ourselves into trouble and might 
be badly whipped before we got 
through. As for the “ noble red man 
of America,” we have done all we 
could to beat some sense into his head 
by employing such men as General 
C r o o k. If they don’t improve very 
soon, we propose to turn them all over 
to P h il . S h e r id a n , and let him ex­ 
terminate the race. 
The allus­ 
ion to 
the Mormons was un­ 
fortunate for “ Ludus.” There are 
three or four women to one man 
there and if they can’t lookout for 
themselves with this odds in their fa­ 
vor, they are not competent to take 
charge of Government affairs any­ 
where, besides it was their own choice 
to go there, and they are at liberty to 
leave when they please. As to the 
case of Adam, there never was a man 
who made so great a sacrifice as he 
did. He saw that Eve’s curiosity had 
brought destruction upon her, and 
that a final separation was inevitable 
unless he ate a»part of the same fruit, 
and rather than be separated he ate 
a part of the same fruit that he 
might share her fate ami remain with 
her.

If Congress re­ 
fuses to pass such a law, Ludus must 
get upa private organization to em­ 
ploy men to do that work—or, we are 
even willing that Ludus shall have all 
the female editors he, or she, wants— 
only, “Let us have peace.”

morning discovered a fraudulent bill 
among those for mail routes in Loui­ 
siana. About six clerks have been 
already discharged for complicity in 
the frauds, and it is understood that 
at least a dozen more are implicated. 
Tyner states that the department are 
determined to make a thorough inves­ 
tigation, if it takes all Summer.

The margin is very close, and holders 
will find it difficult to obtain cost for 
many lots.

T h e N tnk-m siit A bout th e “ Fog Him It" 
fttill K elnted —The B reaker* Could 
be Keen P la in ly - A K eren Loose 
Nomew h ere—L etter from O ue of th e 
U n fo rtu n ate P o * a e ■■ tt e r * — How 
K in d ly (t) th e People In th e V icin­ 
ity of Hie W reck Acted. 
We are well aware that after such 
a calamity as the wrecking of the Ven­ 
tura, all sorts of stories will gain cir­ 
culation and that fault will be found 
by the sufferers, with or without 
cause. Since thearrival of the wreck­ 
ed passengers of the Ventura in our 
city, we have conversed with many of 
them and have heard all sides of the 
question thoroughly discussed. Capt. 
Fake, of course, comes in for a full 
measure of the blame, some alleging 
that he paid too much attention to 
two ladies who were accommodated in 
his stateroom and others that be was 
under the influence of liquor. These 
views are controverted by still others, 
which account for the accident by the 
variation of the compass. This reason 
has the a 1 vantage of logic, at least. 
The Ventura was an iron ship, and in 
sucii vessels the compass is always 
liable to more or less variation from 
the true point. At best, it is a vexed 
question and altogether too weighty 
for us to express an opinion upon, 
with nothing more than hearsay for 
authority. 
That there was a great 
lack of discipline evinced among tho 
crew at the time of the wreck, all 
agree. 
As to the dense fog bank 
which is said to have prevailed, we 
haVe a complete denial of its exist­ 
ence from several gentlemen whom 
we consider candid aud reliable. One 
stated that they had passed a fog, but 
that it had entirely cleared away at 
least fifteen minutes before the acci­ 
dent, and that the breakers were 
plainly visible. 
The relief watch, 
whose duty it was to go on at8 o’clock 
informed the gentleman that as he 
(the relief) was approaching the 
wheel-house aud standing within 20 
feet of it, lie noticed the breakers 
ahead and said to the man at the 
wheel: “ You are going to strike that 
rock.” The pilot replied: “ l a m not 
steering by the rock, but by the com 
pass. 
Our informant was unable to 
state where the Captain was at the 
time. The two boat-loads of passen- 
pers who were out all night owe their 
unnecessary exposure to the fact that 
the crews had no instructions as to the 
course which they should take to the 
beach. They steered down the coast 
iu hopes of finding a lauding, but met 
a rocky shore all tho way down until 
morning, when they landed about 
seven milts below the wreck and were 
compelled to walk back to their com­ 
panions. 
Ail of the passengers lost 
their baggage, with the exception of 
what they are able to carry In their 
hands. Worse than this, several who 
left their valises on deck for a short 
time during the excitement, found 
them broken open and pillaged upon 
returning, 
Concerning the treatmeut which the 
passengers received after the disaster 
wesubmil the following letter from a 
gentleman who, with his wife and two 
children, was among the unfortu­ 
nates: 
E d it o r H e r a l d : I wish to correct 
a statement which I find iu the Ban 
Francisco Bulletin of the 23d instant. 
That paper says: “ The passengers all 
speak in praise of the generosity of 
the rancheros in the vincinity of the 
wreck. 
They were abundantly sup­ 
plied with meat and such other edibles 
as the sparsely settled neighborhood 
aflbrded.” 
The party who furnished 
the meat here mentioned was Mr. 
Burns, of Cooper’s ranch, who only 
did so upon the promise that he would 
be well paid for It. 
Those who fur­ 
nish' d transportation to Monterey— 
Mr. Burns and Mr. Alex. Raney—car­ 
ried myself ami another gentleman, 
together with my wife and two 
children the distance of twenty-eight 
miles for thesmallsumof sixty dollars 
in gold coin. Very kind of them, 
was n’t it? Four of our party rode in 
a wagon and another on horseback. 
Mr. ijurns provided us with a hay-rnow 
in which to sleep and slap-jacks and 
coffee without milk or sugar for the 
modest price of oue dollar each. These 
statements I am able to substantiate 
by other passengers who were eye­ 
witnesses to the transaction. 1 simply 
want justice done to these men, of 
whom “the passengers all speak in 
E 
raise.” Let the public know what 
ind of men they are who thus took a 
mean, disreputable advantage of our 
misfortunes.

Pacific JMnil C om pany. 


C h ic a g o , April 22d.—Henry Hart, 
General Manager ior the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company iu China and 
Japan, leaves here to-morrow morn­ 
ing in a special car for San Francisco, 
President Dillon, of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, having telegraphed that the 
car will go through in time to connect 
with the steamer of May 1st. Ex­ 
Governor McCook, of Colorado, and 
Congressman Garfield are with Mr. 
Hart's party. 
N ew Yo r k , April 24th.^-The settle­ 
ment of the questions iu regard to 
freight and passenger fares pending 
between the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and the Panama Railroad 
Company was reached yesterday. By 
the new contract it is agreed on the 
part of the Pacific Mail Company to 
guarantee to the Panama Railroad 
$40,000 per month of through freight, 
which is an increase of about $1,805 
over the amount received by that road 
last year. It is also agreed that the 
road shall have the same number of 
passengers guaranteed to it as it had 
last year, during which time the fares 
amounted to about one hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. By another clause in 
the contract the railroad is to have 
one-third of the/reights received from 
the Panama trade, which has devel­ 
oped largely during the last few years, 
the road’s share of which will be about 
one liuudred thousand dollars. The 
steamship company huve further 
agreed that all coal sent from New 
York to Panama, to be used by their 
vessels, shall be sent by railroad and 
he paid for at the rate of $5 55 per ton. 
Local rates for Bouth America and 
Central America are to be provided as 
before. The contract will be tempo­ 
rary in its character and subject to 
change or abrogation by either party 
after giving thirty days’ notice.

At an early 
hour Sunday morning, a procession of 
carriages, ten in number, formed on 
Spring street, in front of the associa­ 
tion’s office, and started for Artesia, 
which in located about 20 miles dis­ 
tant in the direction of Anaheim. 
The officers, directors and stock hold­ 
ers, witli their families ami friends, 
formed a large portion of the proces­ 
sion. Arriving at Artesia, they found 
a large audience already awaiting 
them, which had assembled from the 
Artesia settlement aud the adjoining 
country. 
The school house is a very fine two- 
story building, finished in first-class 
style, surmounted with a cupola and 
flag-staff from which floated the stars 
and siripes. We learn that the Arte­ 
sia school district is now being legally 
constructed; that it will contain to 
start with nearly fifty children; that 
the school house will be dedicated to 
tbe district, as soon as the Trustees 
are appointed, and that within the 
next six weeks a large school will be 
iu progress, where six weeks ago there 
was nothing but a large but very fine 
sheep range. 
The dedication exercises were con­ 
ducted by Rev. A. Higbie, as Master 
of Ceremonies, and were very impress­ 
ive and interesting. The literary ex­ 
ercises were interspersed with excel­ 
lent music by the Armor Quartette 
Club of Artesia,composed of 8.

The Ancon sails for San Francisco 
to-day.

Dr. H. S. Orme, who lias been in San 
Francisco attending the session of the 
Grand Commandery, returned to me 
city yesterday. 
The Santa Cruz Enterprise, which 
died some times since, has been resur­ 
rected by a Mr. Coffin. 
The thought 
is mournfully suggestive. 
Capt. Geo. S. Price, U. 8. A., passed 
through this city yesterday on the 
way to join his regiment in Arizona, 
which has been ordered to Kansas. 
The sad news of the death of Don 
Jose Sepulveda came by telegraph yes­ 
terday. He died at Cavorca, Sonora, 
on the 17th inst., aged 71 years. 
He 
leaves a widow and seven children and 
a large circle of friends. 
Messrs. W illiams & Sm ith, of the 
Cottage Photograph Gallery, accom­ 
panied by Mr. Carreras, will visit the 
Chino Ranch to-day for the purpose 
of taking views of scenery and of Mr. 
Stewart’s blooded stock. 
Mr. Wells, of the firm of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., passed through the city 
yesterday on his way to Arizona. He 
ioes to that Territory to extend the 
lines of the Express Company and es­ 
tablish officers.

The beans themselves were wonders, 
each being as large as a full grown 
chestnut. The specimens were of a 
German variety naturally large, but 
not attaining in the old country more 
than half the size of those shown us. 
Some of our Eastern readers will wink 
with both eyes when they read this 
statement, but we stand ready to ver­ 
ify it by showing specimens of the big 
beans to all doubting Thomases who 
take sufficient interest in the m atter 
to call at our office.

Next 
came 
ORANGE GROVE ENCAMPMENT, 
Outside Sentinel, JoBeph Huber with 
drawn sword. 
Members of the Pat­ 
riarchal degree, Golden Rule degree 
and Royal Purple degree, Past Chief 
Patriarchs, in due order; 
Treasurer 
and Scribe, Junior Warden, 
and 
Senior Warden, High Priest, sup­ 
ported by his guards, Chief Patriarch, 
supported by two past chiefs; Patri­ 
archs, Assistant Marshal S. 
Benja- 
mine, Outside Sentinel W m. Potus- 
key, with drawn sw’ord. 
The various 
aids had positions on either side of the 
line. 
THE MARCH. 
The column passed up Main street 
to the Plaza where it was counter­ 
marched to the Backman House to re­ 
ceive the Orator of the Day, P. G. M. 
Charles N. Fox, P. G. M. Rev. W. H. 
Hill, D. D. G. M. Henry Wortenberg, 
President Horace Burdick, Vice-Pres­ 
ident A. W. Hutton. 
These distin­ 
guished brothers soon appeared and 
were conducted by the Marshal and 
his assistants through the open ranks 
toaearriagein waiting, whichbrought 
up the rear of the procession for the 
remainder of the march.

in all our doings with Thy most gra­ 
cious favor, and let the words of our 
mouths and the meditations of our 
hearts, while we wait before Thee, be 
acceptable in Thy sight, O Lord, our 
strength and our Redeemer. Amen. 
After the exercises of the ritual, a 
Thanksgiving Hym n was given in 
good style by the choir, H . Heiuch, L. 
Roeder, E. Neitzke, C. Solmer, C. 
Dotter, and pianist, Mr. Knell, follow­ 
ed by another prayer by the Chaplain. 
These introductory exercises were fol­ 
lowed by the address of P. ,G. Master 
Fox. 
THE ADDRESS. 
District Deputy Grand Master Wor- 
tenberg introduced the speaker, Mr. 
Chas. N. Fox of San Francisco, with 
a few graceful remarks. Mr. Fox then 
arose amidst a hearty round of ap­ 
plause and said! As he came before 
the audience after ail th at had been 
said concerning the order, he felt in­ 
clined to change the usual custom, 
and instead of talking about Odd Fel­ 
lows, to talk to them. After thanking 
the good friends for their attendance 
and the moral support which they thus 
awarded to the Order, he proceeded to 
discuss Odd Fellowship as a secret or­ 
ganization. If any are suspicious of 
the organization because it is called 
secret, let them go; they are already 
wedded to their idols. 
We interdict 
only those who shun the light; whose 
characters are blighted and who dwell 
in moral darkness. 
W hen mothers 
cease to respect the confidence of their 
daughters; when man and wife are 
no longer true to their m utual trust; 
when the doctor betrays the confidence 
of his patient and the lawyer that of 


his client, then let us blush to own 
that we belong to a secret order. 
The history of the world from the 
time of Moses to the present moment 
has shown that 
Honor anti sham e on no condition rise; 
Act well your part, there all the honor lie*. 
Much that should have béen done 
we have left undone. 
Would it be 
worth while to boast because we have 
expended over a million and a half 
dollars in charity during the past year? 
Let us not discuss this subject. 
Our 
charities should be so dispensed that 
the left hand may not know what the 
right hand doeth. 
The speaker said 
that he had spent all the years of his 
manhood in au investigation of the 
grand principles of Odd Fellowship 
and must now own that he was far 
short of a full understanding of them. 
We should always remember the sig­ 
nification 
of 
the 
term 
“ Odd 
Fellow.” Ninety years ago it meant 
as it now means, “One selected out of 
the general mass, with a desire for 
true knowledge.” 
To find this true 
knowledge 
should 
he our iifeloug 
search. All men err. Sometimes Odd 
Fellows rebel 
from the principles 
which they have avowed and falling, 
need our support and sympathy. Then 
a bounty 
bestowed 
becomes cruel 
when made public. 
To become a member of our Order it 
is necessary— 
1st. That a man believe in a Supreme 
Being. 
2d. That he he an honest man. 
3d. That lie he iu sound health. 
If a man is rejected on an applica­ 
tion to become a meinberof the Order, 
it becomes our duty to keep such re­ 
jection secret, as well as the fact that 
he has made such application. 
Our Order wars against vice in all 
its forms, and first of all that hydra 
known as the social evil. Against this 
our laces should always be firmly set. 
Its effect is to dishonor and defeat all 
true ambition; it destroys the warm 
blood of youth and brings the gray 
hairs of age to dishonor. It rankles 
in the hones and flesh of generation 
after generation. 
We must help and support und af­ 
flicted brother. 
It is not sufficient 
that a weekly benefit be subscribed 
and paid over by the Treasurer, but we 
must know whether that is all he 
needs. 
Little children may be tle- 
E 
endeuton his arm,which is paralyzed 
y disease, and they m ust not cry in 
vain for bread. 
We are bound to help our persecuted 
brother; not to protect him from the 
punishment merited by crime. If he 
be guilty, he must bow to the man­ 
dates of the law. But our province 
lies in turning aside the venom of 
slauder and malice; then we must 
stand by him, protect and shield him 
from danger. 
We are commanded to watch over a 
brother and see that he does not suffer 
injury either from his own hand, from 
others or from accidental causes. In 
speaking of self-imposed injuries, the 
orator 
adverted eloquently to the 
blasting effects of intemperance, and 
said th at to warn a brother and draw 
him back from such a course we are 
to use all the power of the brotherhood 
—all the p#wer that God has given us. 
Let us feel that there íh but one 
country, which is the earth; one na­ 
tion—the hum an race; and our broth­ 
ers are those who call upon one Being 
as our Father. 
No more «hall nation against nation rise, 
Nor ardent wa.rlors meet with hateful eyes, 
Nor fields with gleaming steel be covered o’er— 
The brazen trumpets kindle rage no more; 
But useless lances Into scythes shall bend— 
The broad faulchlon In a ploughshare end; 
No sigh, no murm ur, the wide world shall 
hear, 
From every face be wiped off every tear; 
A ll erime shall cease, and undent fraud shall 
full, 
Returning Justice lift aloft her scale; 
Feuce o’er the world her olive wand extend, 
And while-robed Innocence from Heaven de­ 
scend. 
Eighteen hundred years ago there 
lived a man who in his youth was 
known as the destroyer. As he grew 
old, his character was changed and he 
became more noted for the love which 
he bore towards his fellow man than 
for his former hatred. In his old age 
he wrote a letter which is peculiarly 
applicable to the principles of Odd 
Fellowship and should be studied by 
every member. He had said: 
“ Let 
love be without dissimulation. 
Ab­ 
hor that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good. Be kindly affectioned 
one to auother with brotherly love; in 
honor preferring one another; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord.” 
If we live and act on these princi­ 
ples in the future more and more, 
when another fifty years shall have 
rolled around our order will not he 
numbered as five hundred thousand, 
but as five millions. 
The address was delivered iu a most 
imposing manner, replete with fine 
thought 
and 
elegant 
expressions. 
We have given only a brief summary 
of the remarks, endeavoring rather to 
present the ideas than the beauty of 
their wording. The speaker was fre­ 
quently applauded throughout his ad­ 
dress. 
The orchestra here gave a selection 
in their best style, after which the 
choir sung a new ode, “Our Flag,” in 
such a m anner as to receive hearty 
applause, after which the Chaplain 
gave 
THE BENEPICTION. 
Now, unto H im who is able to keep 
you from falling, and to present you 
faultless before the presence of His 
glory, with exoeedíngjoy, I oommend 
you and the whole family of man; 
and to him, the only wise God, our 
Saviour, be glory and majesty, do­ 
minion and power, now and forever. 
Amen. 
THE FINAL MARCH. 
The line was again formed in pro­ 
cession order and marched 
down 
Spring to Fourth, along Fourth to 
Main, up Main to Odd F'ellows’ Hall, 
where the line was broken and mem­ 
bers dismissed.

At seven o’clock, Angelito Lodge, 
Noble Grand Smith in the Chair, as­ 
sembled, being honorded by the at­ 
tendance of Past Grand Master Fox. 
After the usual order of business, the 
Lodge was favored with a short, elo­ 
quent and impressive address from 
the distinguished visitor. It was an 
occasion of great profit and much 
pleasure to the brothers of this thriv­ 
ing lodge. 
THE BALL 
Was decidedly the grandest affair of 
the season. 
Turn-Verein Hall was 
filled to its utmost floor accommoda­ 
tions, and the company present stood 
unrivaled in point of wealth and 
beauty, 
Socletv put on a gala-day
